Two More Conservative Ministers Fall by 
the Wayside. 

Mowrrear, Que., March 5.—[ Special. }—The 
Hon. George Foster, another Cabinet Minis- 
ter and Minister of Finance in Sir John Mac- 
donald’s Government, has sustained defeat in 
Kings County, New Brunswick. Mr. Dom- 
ville, the Liberal candidate, according to the 
latest returns, has a good round majority. 
Mr. Foster came into prominence lately by 
marrying a divorced woman in the States and 
bringing her back to Canada with him. He 
has sat for many years on the Conservative 
benches and during the. last Parliament acted 
in his Ministerial capacity as the holder of the 
financial strings of Canada. His defeat isa 
hard blow to the Government. Still. another 
Cabinet Minister is defeated m Quebec Prov- 
ince. Sir A. P. Caron, Minister of Militia, 
has been beaten in Chicoutimi, This makes 
three Ministers that have sustained defeat in 
this province alone. Caron has never been a 
success as Canada’s militia representative, 
and his defeat was expected by the Liberal 
party. In fact he evidently expected defeat 
himself, as a few days ago he was successful 
in receiving his commission from the Govern- 
ment as Collector of Customs at the port of 
Quebec. He will not seek another constitu- 
ency, but will enter upon his new duties im- 
mediately. 

Quebee has gone Liberal, as in the local 
elections for the Quebee House held last year. 
In 1887 Quebec sent a Conservative majority 
of nine to the Dominion Parliament. To- 
night it has redeemed itself and so far has 
returned thirty-five Liberals against twenty- 
three Conservatives, with seven seats to hear 
from.

$7,400 a volume. The only other copy of 
this Bible in the United States is 
in the Lenox Lierary, and this is 
generally regarded as later than Mr. Ives’ copy. 
A vopy of the Bible was sold nm December, 
1884, in London, for $8,900, Tais, however, 
was smaller than Mr. Ives copy, and was in 
modern binding. Mr. Ives gave 516,000 for 
the Bible which was today sold for $14,800. 

John Eliot’s translation of the Bible into the 
Indian language, printed at. Cambridge in 
1663, was bought bya Mr, Mitchells for $1,650. 
A copy of the first edition of the poems of 
Robert Burns, in the Scottish dialect, was 
knocked down to William Evarts Benjamin 
for $430. 

Two copies of the Cambridge platform 
brought $210 and $200 respectively. A trans- 
lation of the history of the first voyage of 
Jacques Cartier brought $1,000, and was se- 
cured by Dodd, Mead & Co. Robert Hoe 
‘gave $1,000 for a fine edition of Castiglione 
called the Golden Book.“ This is regarded 
‘as a bargain by, dealers, who expected that 
the book would not go under $1,500 at the 
least. Two rere copies of The Voyages of 
Champlain were secured by Dodd, Mead & 
Co. at 8400 and $240 respectively. 

Another of the original letters of Columbus 
brought $1,000, and was knocked down to 
Dodd, Mead & Co, is letter sold for $2,200 
in the Barlow sale, d, Mead & Co, paid 
$1,500 for a third letter of Columbus, and $165 
for a fourth. 


IMPUDENT LOT OF MOONSHINERS. 


They Carry On Their Business in the Heart 
of Brooklyn. . 

New Yorx, March 5.—[Special.]—Revenue 
officers today raided an illicit distillery which 
was in full operation in the heart of Brooklyn, 
right under the shadow of the big bridge. 
The still was located in the four-story brick 
building, Nos. 38 and 40 Front street, and ex- 
tended all the way through to Mercein street. 
There were three stills, with a capacity of ten 
barrels, or 400 gallons a day, all in full blast. 
The place was equipped with a complete plant, 
comprising all the latest improvements for 
making contraband whisky. It was the most 
valuable plant, the officers say, they had ever 
seized. The moonshimers evidently thought 
they were secure from, detection, so openly 
and defiantly had they conducted the still. 

Deputy Collectors heard about two weeks 
ago that the still was in operation and have 
had the place under surveillance ever since. 
They laid their plans for the seizure carefully, 
and today they went to the place and de- 
manded admittance. ‘Repeated knocks at the 
front door were ‘answered by a man who 
opened the door severalinches and seeing a 
crowd of strange faces immediately closed 
and bolted it before Uncle Sam’s agents could 
force their way in. An entrance was finally 
forced, but the inmates hau made their escape 
and no/arrests were made. Some arrests will, 
however, follow, as the officers have learned 
where some of. the whisky was disposed of. 
They say the stuff was produced ata cost of 
about $16 a barrel and sold for 80.

DESCENT INTO A LAKE OF FIRE. 


Description of a Trip Down a Volcanic 
Crater. 

Waltham (Mass.) Free Press: The great 
event of the trip was, of course, the descent 
into the crater. We started at 2:30 o’clock in 
the afternoon, so as to reach the lake of fire 
just before dark. The crater is at a height of 

040 feet above the sea and is on a shoulder of 

auna whose height is 18.675 feet. This 
crater of Kilauea isa vast pile, 88 
three miles across, with walls 1 300 to 
feet high. 

Most of the floor of the crater is covered 
with black lava, cold and dead, the present 
activity being in a apace at the 
from the Volcano House. All I could think 
as I looked down into it wds “ abomination of 
desolation.“ In some places the walls are as 
bare as the floor, in others streaked with red 
and yellow, and others have some vegetation.

The most that 
Russia can hope to do, if it buckles to ener- 
getically and enthusiastically, is to raise 
enough cotton to supply ite own present 
wants and then increase at a rate sufficient to 
meet the growing needs of itsown people. If 
by means of the strictest kind of a prohibitive 
policy it fences out American cotton its 
Asiatic lands will scarcely fill the void. 

On the Continent of Asia cotton is already 
largely grown in China and India, and more 
sparingly in the countries between them, which 
are perhaps adapted to its more extended cul- 
ture. But while some of the Hindoo product is 
exported to England a larger quantity of the 
fiber is im ported into India in the manufactured 
form of cloth made from American cotton, 
and China imports large quantities of cotton 
goods from Great Britain, the United States, 
and Germany, but does not export any raw 
cotton. In both those populous countries 
labor is cheaper than it can possibly be in any 
part of the Russian dominions in Asia, and it 
is fair to presume that both China and Jndia 
are producing cotton to about the limit of 
their capacity, as an increase in cotton-grow- 
ing area would trench upon that now devoted 
to the cultivation of food produce, every 
pound of which they need. Probably the 
same may be said of Egypt, which has grown 
some cotton by means of irrigation from 
time immemorial; there is little fertile land 
to be spared from the culture of grain, nce, 
etc. A littie cotton is grown in the interior 
of Africa, and perhaps the regions opened up 
by recent explorers may be made available for 
increasing the supply, but they will hardly do 
so at a rate greater than demanded by the 
enormous expansion of demand fog cotton 
goods that should mark the civilizing process 
among the people in the interior of the Dark 


- Continent. 


The great cotton-growing area of the world 
is that which stretches across the United 


States from North Carolina to Texas. The plant 
is at home there, its growth being favored by 
peculiarly fortunate conditions that do not exist 
elsewhere. In addition to a climate, moisture, 
and soil which may be described as perfect 
for cotten culture, and a plenty of low priced 
trained labor, the cotton belt is traversed by 
numerous navigable rivers running out to the 
Southern seaports and gridironed with some 
40,000 miles of railroad, giving cheap trans- 
portation for the crop to ports onthe gulf 
and ocean, while the seed isso valuable for 
oil and stock feed and manure that it adds an- 
other important element of cheapness to the 
fiber. itself. Besides all this, they are just 
perfecting a cotton-picker, invented by an 
Aurora (III.) man, with which one man, aided 
byacouple of mules, will be able to do the work 
now requiring 50 or 60 pairs of hands. This 
machine, which is second in importance only 
to the cotton gin, means an enormous econ- 
omizing in production, the cost of picking by 
hand being two or three cents per pound. It 
will be a long time before the ignorant and 
unenterprising labor of Russia, China, and 
India can avail itself of the cheapening meth- 
ods invented by American genius, it will 
never be able to cope with us in transporta- 
tion, and will hardly be able to find the mar- 
ket for the seed which is available here. It is 
not probable that the efforts made by Russia 
or any other Power can place us at a serious 
disadvantage in the disposing of as much of 
our cotton production as we to sell to the 
world outside our own borders. 

The consumption of cotton in the United 
States is rapidly increasing. Including that 
of Canada it is now about 2,430,000 bales per 
year, or 22 per cent of the quantity consumed 
in all parts of the world. It is equal to the 
entire production of this country forty years 
ago. The area well adapted to cotton-growing 
is about all occupied. Certainly it is not like. 
ly to keep pace with the increase of consump- 
tion of cotton goods in the worl, and there is 
thus no ground for fear by the producers of the 
United States that they will suffer from com- 
petition with cotton produced by irrigation in 
Russian Asia, India, China, or elsewhere. The 
population of the globe outside of Asia is 
abont 700,000,000, or half the total of the 
world, and it is increasing at the rate of about 
13g per cent per annum, or over 10,000,000 
@ year, while the consumption of cotton 
goods is augmenting in a much greater ratio. 
Hence, there is no cause for the slightest ap- 
prehension that Russia can ever produce 
enough cotton to interfere with the demand 
for the American fiber.

and thereby enable them to realize more on 
what they sell at home. They may rise to a 
comprehension of the fact that the adoption 
of the reciprocity policy would open up for the 
manufacturing as well as the farming classes 
a new set of markets which may easily be 
made wide ones, as they are capable of ab- 
sorbing like sponges the surplus prodiction of 
the workers in city.and country, thereby per- 
mitting a vast increase in production, as stim- 
ulated by the receipt of better profits on the 
investment of the capitalist and better pay 
for the toilers both in the factory and on the 
farm. The makingof arrangements for recip- 
rocal trade between the United States and all 
the other countries on this continent, but 
especially those which are tropical and sub- 
tropical, would be the true solution of the 
problem with which our lawmakers have 
wrestled this winter, only to bend all their en- 
ergies in a wrong direction. A greater meas- 
ure of prosperity is to be achieved by the 
opening up of foreign markets, and not by a 
partial destruction of that at home because of 
a reduced inability of the domestic consumer 
to buy.

DECAY OF AGRICULTURE IN OHIO, 
The dispatch from Cleveland published in 
Monday’s Tamon gives many reasons for 
the belief that there is no great profit in farming 
in the State of Ohio. The populafion of the 
agricultural districts is less than ten years 
ago, the gains having been made in the towns

and cities; mortgage indebtedness is increas: | 


ing at the rate of $8,500,000 per annum, and 
the loss in farm values since 1880 is estimated 
at .$200,000,000, or an average df $7 per acre 
for the whole State. As the result, the farmers 
are dissatisfied and many of them in sore finan- 
cial straits, and the Farmers’ Alliance has in 
the last six months more than doubled its 
membership in Ohio. 5 

No doubt such persons as Peffer, Simpson, 
Mrs. Lease, and others of their pecuhar kid- 
ney have been or will be pouring into Ohio, 
telling the farmers in their lodge-rooms and 
elsewhere that the true and only remedies for 
the evils under which they claim to besuffering 
are stumptail silver, a flat paper currency, and 
a repudiation of indebtedness. These are the 
three great nostrums pressed upon the farm- 
ing community by the above-named political 
quacks as guaranteed to kill or cute” every 
time. That they would go far towards kill- 
ing off the patient has been fully shown by 
experience. They have been tried time 
and again upon the péoples of other lands, 
with the inevitable result of landing them in 
the very depths of trouble and tribulation, and 
would prove poisons of the worst kind if 
dosed into the citizens of the United States. 

The true remedies for the unsatisfactory con- 
ditions complained of are a reduction of tariff 
duties on the necessaries of life and a widen- 
ing of the foreign markets for surplus farm 
produce, The duties ought to be reduced to a 
point just above the limit that if reached 
would render it imperative on manufacturers 
to reduce the wages cf their em- 
ployés. That is, the duties should be reduced 
far enough to enable the farmer to purchase 
what he needs at reasonable prices, but not so 
far as to force down the wages of the work- 
ers or deprive the Government of sufficient 
revenues. To reach the latter point, as is pro- 
posed by the advocates of free trade, would 
irreparably damage the whole Nation, the 
farmers among the rest, by reducing 
labor to a level with the pauperizing 
conditions that prevail in Europe. The 
farming class could not afford this, because 
the interests of the city and, country are in- 
dissolubly linked together. If the one is in- 
jared the other suffers, and more so now than 
at any other time in our history, Thirty-five 
years ago our rural population was 60 and the 
urban 40 per cent. Now that proportion is 
substantially reversed, the enumeration for 
the cities and towns being to that of the farm- 
ing areas nearly in the proportion of three to 
two. Hence anything that injures the city in 
1891 does twice as much damage to the whole 
people as it would have done in 1850, If the 
duties were cut down too far the wages of the 
city workers would have to be reduced, and 
with it their ability to fürnish a market to the 
farmer, especially for the truck farmers ”’ in 
the neighborhood of the cities. 

The only way in which we can hope to get a 
wider market fpr the surplas produce which 
presses down prices here is to indorse the rec- 
iprocity policy proposed by Mr. Blaine. It 
is to adopt measures which vill make it to 
the interests of all the other countries 
of Latin America to ask that the 
same arrangements may be made with them 
as are already agreed upon by Brazil and be- 
ing agitated for in Canada. This accom- 
plished we should almost t a bound double and 
treble our exports of breadstuffs and largely 
augment those of provisions and manufactures 
to those countries, with the obvious effect of 
allowing greater elasticity to the home market 
by removing the chief cause of the low prices 
which have been so much complained of by 
the farmers. ; 

The next Congress will be a heavily Demo- 
cratic one in the House and slightly Republican 
in the Senate. The House will undoubtedly pass 
an extreme Tariff vill, cutting down the duties 
altogether too much for the welfare of the peo- 
ple as a whole. The will contain 
enough moderate protegtion Republicans to 
take off the sharp edge from the House bill, 
and insist on a law which shall materially 
lessen the duties on necessaries without crip- 
pling the revenues of the Government or slash- 
ing wages, | ‘

TINKERING WITH USURY LAWS. 


Nebraska Legislators Dealing with the 
Question of Illegal Interest. 

Laxcotx, Neb., March 6.—[Special.]—The 
interest at the State-House today was on the 
usury question. The Senate this mornmg 
passed a bill providing that if a greater rate of 
interest than 10 per cent be contracted for or 
received or reserved the contract shall not 
therefore be void; but if any action is brought 
on such contract proof may be made that il- 
legal interest has been directly ‘or indirectly 
contracted for or reserved and the plaintiff 
shall only recover principal without interest 
and the defendant shall recover costs, If the 
interest shall have been paid thereon judg- 
ment shall be for the principal less the mter- 
est paid. Provided, further, that if more 


than 12 per cent has been taken, or 
accepted the pay c Nang sey Or ac- 
cepting shall forfeit to berrower a sum 
equal to both principal and interest. The act 

dealings of an agent in loaning money 
shall bind the principal. 

This afternoon the House m Committee of 
the Whole took up the House Usury bill and a 
motion was made to substitute the Senate bill 
for the House bill and recommend it for pas- 
sage.
